Yerger, President of said Convention, the Legislature of the 
State of Mississippi, assembled at the State House, in the city 
of Jackson, county of Hinds, on Monday, the 16th day of Oc- 
tober, A. D. 1865, and the sovereignty of the State of Missis- 
sippi, the forty-ninth, and the ninetieth year of the Independ- 
ence of the United States of America. 

Be tt Remembered, That on this day, at the place above men- 
tioned, being the time and place designated for the assembling 
of the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, the members of 
the House of Representatives convened in the Representative 
Hall at 12 o'clock, M. 

The House was called to order by Robert C. Miller, Esq., 
Clerk of the last House of Representatives.

The object for which the joint Convention assembled having 
been accomplished, the Senate retired, and the House resumed 
business.

On motion of Mr. Suratt, the Senate message was taken up ; 
and on his further motion the resolution was concurred i in, and 
the blank filled with the number five: ` 

The Speaker announced as the Committee on the part of the 
House, Messrs. Duff, McWhorter, Martin, Carter and Gowan. 

Mr. McWhorter, from said Committee, reported that the 
Committee had discharged the duty assigned them, and that 
Governor Sharkey would, in a few moments, avail himself of 
the invitation to address the Legislature. 

The Honorable Senators being announced, were received by 
the House, and took the seats assigned them. 

` The Hon. John M. Simonton, President of the Senate, hav- 
ing stated the object of the joint Conventionto be the inaugu- 
ration of the Governor elect, His Excellency, Wm. L. Shar- 
key, Provisional Governor, briefly addressed the Legislature in 
response to theinvitation of both houses. He remarked that 
he had not prepared any formal address or message, and that 
he did not consider it his province as Provisional Governor, to 
do so. He did not consider himself the Constitutional Gov- 
ernor of Mississippi; but he thanked the Legislature for the 
compliment implied in their resolution. He alluded to the dis- 
tracted condition of the State for the past four years; how 
that the work of reoganization fell to his lot, and how distrust- 
ful he was of his abilities in assuming the great responsibilities 
which thus devolved upon him. He had done the best he could 
—had labored faithfully to bring order out of chaos; and. 
notwithstanding the  embarrassments which had crowded 
around him from every possible direction, he felt that he was 
in some degree successful. He was proud to say that Missis- 
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sippi had taken the lead in the work of reorganization ;.and 
- that, without any lights for her guidance, she had set an exam- 
ple to her sister States that is being deemed worthy of emula- 
tion, and with the most beneficial results to the South. He al- 
luded to the President’s policy—how that the Convention was 
ealled—how an election was provided for, and how that this 
. Legislature was the result of that election. And now when 
Gov. Humphreys, who was the choice of the people, was in- 
. Stalled into office, his functions as Provisional .Governor would 
 eease; and he was happy to say that Mississippi would, then 
have a full civil government in operation. It was a pleasing 
duty for him thus to transfer his powers as Provisional Gov- 
ernor to one regularly elected by the people of the State. He 
alluded to the very cordial and earnest manner in which he had 
been encouraged and sustained by the President, and ex- 
pressed the hope that, through wise and judicious legislation, 
negro garrisons and other evidences of militaay rule, would 
soon be removed from the State; and that Mississippi would 
glide on hereafter as she had heretofore, a prosperous and 
happy people. ; : 
His Excellency, Benjamin G. Humphreys, Governor elect, 
then delivered the following Inaugural Address: 
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= GOVERNOR'S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The people of the State of Mississippi, at the recent election, 
called me to the Chief Executive office of the State. In obe- 
dience to that call I appear before you to-day, for the purpose 
. of taking the oath, prescribed by the Constitution for the in- 
cumbent of that office. > 

In entering upon the duties and. responsibilities, with no ex- 
perience in the administration of civil affairs, Iam profoundly 
oppressed by the humiliating sense of my unfitness for the po- 
sition. But relying upon the charity and forbearance of my 
fellow-citizens, and invoking the supporting grace of Almighty 
God for wisdom and strength, I shall endeavor to discharge 
those duties honestly and impartially, and with such abilities 
_as I possess, taking as a guide the Constitution and the laws.as 

‘the only sure and certain means of; attaining the great end to 
- which the aims of every patriot should be directed---the peace, 
‘the order, the protection and the advancement of society. 

I should be wanting in duty and gratitude to my fellow-citi- 
zens who have so confidingly entrusted me with the Executive 
powers of the State, were I not to make known my views of 
the Constitution, the structure of our complex form of govern- 
ment, and the principles upon which it is founded, and should 
be administered. 

. The founders of our Republic having achieved their national 
-independence, and finding their first experiment of government, 
under ‘‘Articles of Confederation,” fast falling into decay and 
contempt, at home and abroad, from defects common to all 
leagues, determined to change that federal organization, and in 
its stead “ordained and established,” the “Constitution of the 
United States.” The framers of ‘that instrament were wise 
and practical statesmen. . They knew from experience the 
weakness of leagues, the nature of government, and felt the 
necessity of a federal government, its stability and its perpe- 
tuity. They intended it as a “protector” of all thé foreign af- 
fairs and some of the domestic concerns of the people; and to 
enable it to achieve these ends, certain enumerated powers and 
rights, were “granted” to it by a Constitution, which, for the 
assurance.of those rights and powers, was declared to be “the 
supreme law of the land ;" and to güard the people against its 
usurpations,.all the rights and powers not delegated to it, 
were expressly “reserved to the States or to the people." Such 
.Oof those rights reserved as were not by State Constitutions 
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excepted from the general powers of government were reserved 
to the States. Such as were excepted were reserved to the 
people. In the exercise of the powers and rights granted to 
the Federal Government, and in those only, it is the : sovereign 
power of theland. In the exercise of the power and rights 
reserved to the States, and ‘not excépted by the people, and in 
those only, it is the sovereign power, within its territorial lim- 
its. Inthe exercise of the powers and rights excepted from 
the general powers of government, and those only, the people 
are sovereign. While the people : still retain a residue of sov- 
ereignty . to themselves, neifher of ‘these governments can 
rightfully exercise any power ‘properly’ delegated to the other. 
Upon this three-fold division of power is based the sover- 
eignty of the State and Federal Goverhnients, and both were 
designed to protect the people in their public aud private, and 
in their foreign and doniesticrights. . 

In view of the supremacy of the Constitution of the United 
States, and the laws made by Congress in pursuance thereof, 
and in view of the düty imposed on the President to see that 
_ the laws are faithfully executed, I have always believed that 
no one or more States, could Constitutionally sever the ties 
that unite the people of the ‘several States into one people. 
Yet I am not unmindful that a'differtnt doctrine was taught 
in the early stages of our Government, and was maintained 
by some of the brightést intellects; and" most illustrious patri- 
ots that adorn our political history. ' It is to be regretted: ‘that 
.this school of politicians could not’ have found a better mode 
for solving the question than the arbitrament of war. But 
the question was thus reférred, and has been decided against 
us by a tribunal from which there is no appeal. 

The people of the State of Mississippi, acknowledging the 
decision, desire to return to the Union, and renew their fealty 
to the Constitution of the United States. It has been officially 
reported from some quarters that our people are insincere, and 
the spirit of. revolt.is rampant among us. But if an unflinch- 
ing fidelity in war, gives evidence of reliable fidelity in peace 
—if the unvarying professions that spring’ from private and 
public sources, furnish any evidenc of truth, it is sufficiently 
demonstrated that the people of the South, who, so long, and 
against such terrible odds, maintained the mightiest conflict 
of modern ages, may be safely trusted, when they proféss 
more than a willingness to return to their allegiance. 
= The South having ventured all on the arbitrament of the 

sword, has lost all, saveher honor; and now accepts the result 
in.good faith. It is our duty to address ourselves to the pro- 
motion of peace and order—to the, restoration of law, the 
faith of the Constitution and the stability and “prosperity of 
the Union; to cultivate amicable relations with’ our sister 
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States, and. establish our agricultural, and commercial pros-. 
perity upon more durable: foundations—trusting that the :es-: 
sons taught by the rebellion will not. be lost ¢ither-.to the : 
North or thé .South—that freemen, once. enlightened, will not: 
submit to wrong .or injustice—that sectional aggression will 
meet with sectional resistance, and that the price of- political. .: 
perfidy is blood and carnage. . - a p aT 

The State of Mississippi has already, under -the pressure 
of the result of the war, by her own solemn act, àbolished 
slavery. It would be hypocritical and unprofitable to attempt . 
to persuade the world that'she has doneso willingly. It is 
due, howevegfto her honor, ta show by hér future. course that - 
she has dog so in good, faith, and that slavery shall never. . 
again exist within her borders, under whatsoever name. or 
guise it may. be attempted. The sudden emancipation of her. 
slaves has devolved upon her the 'highest responsibilities and. 
duties. Several hundred thousand of the negro.race, unfitted 
for political equality with the white race, have been turned 
loose upon society; andjn the guardianship she may: assume 
over this race, she must deal justly with them, and. protect . 
them in all their rights of person and property. ‘The highest : 
degree of elevation in the scale of civilization to which they - 
are «capable; morally and intellectually, must be secured to 
them by their education and religious training; but they can-- : 
not be admitted to political or social equality with .the white- : 
race. It is due to. ourselves—to the white emigrant invited to 
our shores—and it should never be forgotten—to maintain-the 
faet that ours is and shall ever be a government of white men. 
The purity and progress of both races require that caste must .: 
be maintained ; and intermarriage between tlie races be for-. 
bidden. Miscegenation myst be the work and taste of other 
climes and other “people.” : e 

To work, is the law. of God; and is the only certain protec». 
tion against the pauperism and crimes of. both races. The. 
negra is peculiarly adapted to the cultivation of the great 
staples of the South. He should be encouraged to engage at 
once in their production, by assurances of protection against 
the avarice, cupidity and injustice of his employer. He is free 
to choose his labor and make his own bargain. But he should 
be required to choose some employment .that will-ensure the 
maintenance of himself and family. On the other hand, the? 
employer: must be assured: that the labor contracted for will bé 
Specifically performed. The cultivation of the great staples 
of the South require continuous labor from January to Jan- 
uary. The planter cannot venture upon their cultivation un- ~. 
less the laborer is compelled to comply with his contract; re- 
maining and performing his proper amount of labor, day after 
day, d. week after week, through the whole year; and if he 
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attempts to escape he should be returned to his employer, and 
forced to work.-until the time for which he has contracted : 
has expired. By such a system of labor, the welfare and:hap- 
piness of the African may be secured, the agricultural and : 
coinmerciat prosperity of the State sustained and our homes: 
again become the abode of plenty. : 

In the civil war just closed, the troops thatresponded to the -. 
call:and command of Mississippi, have signalized all those 
high -qualities that adorn the character of the soldier. By their 
valor, courage, and heroic constancy, whether in camp, on the 
march or amidst the: carnage of the battlefield, they have sus- : 
tained her honor and glory, and made her na gimmortal. 
Many have returned to ruined homes and fortupnEé. Others 
have fallen upon the battle-field, or have been maimed or dis- 
abled for life. Many. of them, and their families, and the wid- 
ows and orphans of the dead, are in a state of destitution. 
The Federal Government has magnanimously thrown over the : 
rebel soldier the mantle of oblivion for the past—but no pen- ` 
sion from its coffers awaits him .or. his family—no “homestead” > 
from its vast territories invites them -to comfort and: repose. : 
To Mississippi, alone, can they look for assistance. Whether ' 
it was right or wrong to call.the soldier.to arms, it cannot be - 
wrong to make such provision for them as will relieve them : 
and their families: from want and suffering, and secure to their - 
children the means .of education. Justice and gratitude de- - 
mand it. Honor and magnanimity will bestow it. — 

From 4 long retirement to private’ life, and absence from: 
the State for the last four years, I am ignorant of much of her 
legislative history, and feel incompetent to advise further as to 
the proper domestic policy rendered necessary by the altered, 
distracted, and desolated condition, of the people. To you, 
gentlemen, is wisely and safely entrusted this. important duty. 
Invoking the blessings of Almighty God upon your labors, I 
can.only pledge you my cordial co-operation in the effort to — 
restore and advance the welfare and happiness of the people i 
of Mississippi. -

itors are liable in any capacity, and use the same’ in payment 
or offset, against the claims and demands of.said creditor or 
creditors in all suits at law or equity where said creditor or 
creditors is or are seeking to enforce debts or demands against 
said executor or administrators. Andthe purchase of all bills 
of exchange, bonds, promisory-notes, open accounts and other 
evidences of debt of the creditor of any decedent's estate, pur-

es and mulattoes, on page 250, Revised Code, all which was 
regularly done. . Theonly question governing the majority of 
the committee, seemed to be, as to whether ghe slave convicted 
was at the date of his conviction (16th day of August, 1864) 
really a slave, or whether he was a freedman under and by vir- 
tue of the emancipation proclamation of Mr. Lincoln, which 
took effect on the first day of January, 1863. 

The minority of the committee believe that this unconstitu- 
tional proclamation had no effect in the Southern States over 
the negro until the United States government had the power by 
oecupation of the country, to enforee this proclamation with 
its armed forces—and that at the time of the ‘indicting and 
eonviction of the negro he was a slave, and under thelaws of 

"this State, the owner was entitled to receive from the State 
Treasury half his value. The conviction and assessment of 
the value of the slave were regular and in accordance with the 
laws of this State, and the minority of the committee believe 
that the report of the committee should have been in favor of 
the passage of the bill.

support of the wise and conservative policy which has be 
adopted by our people, and which I hope will soon result in 
the fullrestoration of our beloved State to the enjoyment of 
equal political rights with her sister States in the Union, and 
under the flag of the Union. With one of you I marched un- 
der that flag in a foreign land, and it was victorious; with all 
of you I marched against it, and it was victorious; it again 
waves over us, is our flag, and may it ever be victorious. 

The welcome that has been given to me on my return is re- 
ceived with deep sensibility, coming from the representatives 
of a people whom I have served faithfully, if not wisely; and 
is a most acceptable and gratifying reward for such services as 
I may have rendered.

As 
the undersigned understands the object of the resolution, is to 
provide Gov. Clark with a balance due him as his salary as 
Governor of the State, which was not due at the time of the 
unfortunate failure of the Confederate States to maintain their 
separation. The Governor of the State is required to draw 
his salary quarterly, and, as I am informed, Governor Clark 
had always before, drawn his salary at the time it became due, 
and that at the time of the surrender of our armies, and the 
consequent failure of our cause, the last quarters salary was 
notdue. Before the amount in the resolution was due, Gov- 
ernor Clark, as Governor of this State, had been arrested by a 
military order, and conducted under guard to a military bastile, 
from which he has just been discharged, and the Governor 
could not before this time have made application for the bal- 
ance of his salary. If these facts be true, it is but an act of 
good faith on the part of the State, and her Representatives, to 
pay the Governor the money in the resolution mentioned. In 
my humble opinion, the refusal to do so, is but the first step to- 
wards a general system of repudiation of the just claims due 
to the State officers and others. Under these circumstances 
and facts, my opinion is, and was, that the report of the com- 
mittee should have been in favor of the passage of the bill, 

atone the Governor his salary.

Dear Six : I have just returned from the Cass Circuit Court, te 
which county the case of State of Mississippi vs. Graves, was ta- 
ken by change of venue some nine years ago, I found that du- 
ring the war some person had extracted the letters of Graves 
which were attached to my deppsitions. The best, and in fact, 
only evidence, that I had of our claim, I asked for a continu- 
. ance, but having continued it four times before, the defendant 
moved the court to dismiss our suit for want of prosecution, 
and the court therefore dismissed the suit. If I had gone to 
trial, I should have lost it, which would have been a bar to any 
future suit. Itherefore considered it advisable to let the mo- 
tion to dismiss prevail. so that if you thought proper you 
could commence a new suit against him. I have been engaged 
in this ease for nine years, and although I have lost the suit [by 
iuisfortunes of war, I presume your honorable State will pay 
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me for my serviceg. My fee is$500, and I have.the letter, of 
Hon. Mr. Hussey, former Treasurer, that I should be paid for 
my services. I hope, therefore, that you will take such steps 
as will cause my fee to be remitted speedily, as the exigencies 
of the civil war has placed me in a state of poverty.

To the House of Representatives: 


I herewith return a bill entitled “An act to provide for the 
transfer of the unfinished business of the Special Court of 
Equity, established by Gov. Sharkey,” with my disapproval. - 

. The constitutional convention that metin Jackson in August, 
.1865, expressly recognised the existence of the Special Courts 
of Equity established by the Provisional Governor, and, “pro- 
vided that.such Special Courts and the proceedings had therein, 
after the courts‘ known to. the constitution and laws of thé State 
are established, shall not be recognized beyond the then un- 
finished and instituted business of the same." 

The continued existence of these Special Courts of Equity, 
is thus recognized for the express purpose of disposing of the 
unfinished and instituted business of the same; this, too, after 
the courts known to the constitution and laws, are established ; 
and the convention having failed to provide for the transfer of 
the business of those courts to any other courts—its intention 
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to leave the “unfinished and instituted business" with the Spe- 
eial Courts of Equity, cannot be mistaken, and no power known 
to the constitution, is authorized to make ór order the trans- 
fer. : 

The 2d section of thé schedule to the constitution, was. 
passed by the convention of 1832, for the purpose of transfer- 
ring all suits at law or equity, éhen pending. It has long since 
accomplished the purposes for which it was passed, and now 
sleeps with the 3d, 5th and 6th sections of that schedule, and 
cannot be made to apply, after a death-sleep of thirty-three 
years, to the “unfinished and instituted business” of the Special 
Courts of Equity, pending in 1865. 

Whether it was wise or unwise to ordain or recognize these 
courts, the power of the convention to do so, must be conceded, 
and I cannot disregard their action. :

Mr. SPEAKER: 


The joint standing committee on the Cadena y have had 
the subject under consideration, and have instructed me to sub- 
mit the following report: 

That, upon a personal examination and from other s Sources 
of infor mation, they find that the brick walls around the grounds 
inclosing two acres, are still in good condition, and the walls 
of the building, in which are the cells, can be used; and by re- 
covering the same and cementing the cells, together with other 
repairs, without.much expense they could be made very nearly 
as good as ever. There are about one hundred cells that re- 
quire very trifling repairs, and one hundred that will require 
new doors and other repairs to make them fit for use. The 
main office buildings, &c., will, of course, have to be fitted 
anew, re-covered, &c., before they can be occupied. The walls 
are not seriously damaged, however. The residence of the 
Superintendent and out buildings were not destroyed by the 
casualities of war, but need some repairs. 

The main factory, engine and boilers are still at the prison 
and more or less damaged, but, it is believed, can be repaired 
at no great expense. 

At very little cost the prison pita be again put in a condi- 
tion for the reception and safe keeping of the convicts, and 
when so received, their labor could be well employed in making 
and laying brick, recovering the buildings and in making other 
necessary repairs and improving the grounds of the Peniten- 
tiary; the most of the labor, in fact, in making the necessary 
repairs can be done by the convicts. 
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The committee advise this course, and that the Penitentiary 
be prepared for the reception of convicts as speedily as possi- 
ble. They do not propose to discuss the system in this place ; 
indeed, they deem it unnecessary to do so. When the neces- 
gary repairs are completed, the labor of the convicts can be 
well and profitably employed in the opinion of the committee. 
To do this, they do not-propose any heavy outlay of money 
for machinery, &c. They know very well the present condi- 
tion of the treasury will not warrant it, and will not ask it. 

But, with simple and cheap machinery and a few. mechanical 
implements, many valuable articles can be manufactured and 
which are in constant demand throughout the country, such as 
hats, shoes, chairs, buckets, tubs, plows, waggons, tanning, 
&c. The mechanics of the country do not and cannot supply 
these articles in sufficient quantity; the consequence is, they 
have to be procured elsewhere, beyond the limits of the State, 
and to that extent the money of the people leaves, which an- 
nually makes avery large sum, which ought, if it could, be re- 
tained amongst us. The committee believes, under proper 
management, if the labor of the convicts was so employed, 
that the Penitentiary, before a great while, will be self-sustain- 
ing and perhaps pay a handsome revenue to the State. 

With an appropriatioh of twenty-five thousand dollars, in 
the opinion of the committee, the repairs ean be started and 
carried on to the extent required, pay officers and guards, for 
twelve months, and inaugurate the manufacture of the various 
articles indicated above, &c. With the view to the accomplish- 
ment of this end, the committee have instructed me to report 
the accompanying bill, with a recommendation that it do pass.

Confederate army, submit the following report, viz :. That they 
have had the same under consideration. and recommend that it 
do not pass. But as there are a large number of maimed Con- 
federate soldiers who are unable to procure artificial limbs, and 
as itis manifestly the duty of the Government of the State of 
Mississippi to provide for these ‘maimed and unfortunaté sol- 
diers the means of procuring artificial limbs we recommend in 
lieu thereof, thata joint committee be appointed with: instruc- 
tions to ascertain from the county Boards of Poliee through 
the representatives of ‘the various .counties the number of 
maimed soldiers in each county. requiring artificial legs, with a 
description (on a printéd form) of the character of the limb re- 
quired. The printed forni to be prescribed and issued by: the 
said joint committee; and'also, that the joint:committée be i in- 


structed to ascertain from the owners of the manufaetoriesnow : 


in existence in Memphis, | Tenn, Montgomery, Ala.,.and New 
Orleans, La., the price at which they would furnish the various 
sizes and kinds of artificial legs, and that the said joint commit- 
tee be further instrtitted that when the foregoing information 
is obtained, and such other information as they may deem ne- 
cessary, they will report to this House by bill or otherwise. 
The Committee are of opinion that when the House is in pos- 
session of the data that will thus befurnished to the proposed 
joint committee, that a much better and more economical plan 
can be matured, and one which will be more likely to secure 
success to this very laudable and highly useful undertaking. 
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Phe committee are he more impressed with the necessity of 
mature deliberation on this subject on account ofthe large 
amount of: expenditure of the public revenue which the under- 
taking will involve. The most économical plan which may be 
devised will probably require an expenditure of nearly, if not 
altogether, the sum of $150,000. It may be a question wheth- 

er the present state of the treasury will justify this outlay. 


On-a closer examination of the subject, the committee find 
that the manufacture of artificial limbs requires a large amount 
of complicated machinery, and the employment of a number of 
the most skillful artizans—that the greatest care, and often the 
most delicate manipulation is necessary—that if the govern- 
ment undertake to establish a manufactory in the State, six 
months, at least, will elapse before any progress could be made 
towards furnishing. even a moderately finished ..article. The 
committee are: now opposed to the . establishment of such a 
manufactory, but are of opinion. that a branch establishment 
of the Memphis, Montgomery, or New Orleans manufactories 
under the auspices of the State Government could be sooner 
and more effectually brought into operation. 

The committee, therefore, aubmit that the appointment ofa 
joint committee with the instructions recommended, will be the 
surest, safest, and most practicable: way of accomplishing the 
object of the ‘Legislature and of securing to the ‘maimed soldier 
what is so justly due him by thé country—a good and artificial 
limb. H. SHANNON, Chairman.

Gentlemen of the Senate and: House of Representatives: 

In view of your resolution to take, at an early day, à recess 
until after the hollidays, I deem it proper to call yoür imme- 
diate attention to a few subjects of vital importance to the wel- 
fare of the State: l 

By the sudden emancipation of over. three hundred thou- 
sand slaves, Mississippi has imposed upon her a problém of 
vast magnitude, upon the solution of which depends the hopes 
and future prosperity and welfare of ourselves and our children. 

Under the pressure of Federal bayonets urged on by the 
misdirected sympathies of the world in behalf of the enslaved 
African, the people of Mississippi have abolished the institu- 
tion of slavery, and have solemnly declared in their State Con- 
stitution that the Legislature shall provide by law for the pro- 
tection and security of the person and property of the freed- 
men of the State, and guard them and the State against àny evils 
that may arise from their emancipation. How this important 
provision and requirement of the constitution is to be carried 
into effect is the question now presented for our solution. We 
must now méet the question as it is, and not as we would like to 
"have it. The rule must be justice. The negro is free, wheth- 
er we like it or not, we must realize that fact now and forever. 
To be free, however, does not make him . a citizen, | or éntitle 
him to political or social equality with the white man. But the 
. Constitution and justice'do entitle him to protection ànd se- 
curity in his person and property both real and personal: 

In my humble judgment, no person, bond or free, uder any 
form of government, can be assured of protection or Sécurity 
in either person or property, except through an indenpederit and 
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enlightened judiciary. The courts then should be open to. the 
.négro. But of what avail is it tó open the courts, and invite 
‘the negro. to sue and be sued, if he is not permitted to testify 
himself and introduce such testimony as he or his attorney may 
deem essential to establish the truth- and justice of his case; 
whether the witness be white or black, it is the denial of the 
most common privilege of freedom,’ an ensnaring delusion, 
the merest mockery.. © 

As ameasure of domestic policy’ whether for the protection 
of the person or property of the freedman, or for the protec- 
tion of society, the negro should ‘be allowed and required to 
testify. for or against the white and. black according to the 
truth. There ‘are few men living in the South who have not 
. known many white criminals to go “unwhipped of justice" þe- 
cause negro testimony was hot permitted in the courts,’ and 
now that the negro is no longer under the restr aints and pro- 
tection of his master, he will become the dupe and “‘cat’s-paw” 
‘of the vile and vicious white man who seeks his. association, 
and will plunder our land with entire security from punishment 
unless he can he reached through negro testimony. It is an 
insult to the intelligence and virtue of our courts and juries of 
white men, to say, or.suspect'that they cannot or will not pro- 
tect the’ innocent, whether white or black, against the falsehood 
and perjury of black witnesses. 

"The question of admitting negro testimony for the protec- 
tion of their person or peoperty; sinks into insignificance by the 
side ofthe other great question of guarding them and the State 
against the évils that may arise from their sudden emancipa- 
tion: What are the evils that have already arisen against 
, which we are to guard the negro and the State? The answer 
is patent to all—vagraricy and pauperism, and their inevitable 
concomitants—crime and misery, hang like a dark pall over 
our once prosperous and happy, but now desolated and ruined 
land. ; 

"To the guardian care of the Freedman's Bureau has been 
entrusted the emancipated slaves. The civil law, and the white 
man outside of the bureau, has been deprived of all jurisdic- 
tion over them. Look around you and seethe result. Idle- 
ness and vagrancy has been the rule. Our rich and productive 
fields have been deserted for the filthy garrets and sickly cel- 
lars of our towns and cities. From producers, they are con- 
Verted into consumers, and as winter a E d their only 
salvation from starvation and wants Federal rations, plunder 
and pillage. Four years -of ‘cruel war, conducted upon prin- 
ples of vandalism, disgraceful to the civilization of the age, 
was scarcely more blighting and destructive to the homes of the ' 
White man, and impoverishing and dégrading to the negro, than 
has resulted in the last Six or eight months from the adminis- 
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tration of this black incubus. . Many of the officers connected 
with that Bureau are gentlemen of honor and integrity; but 
they seem incapable of proteeting the rights and property of 
the white man against the villainies of the vile and vicious with 
whom they are associated. 

How long this hideous curse, permitted of Heaven, is to be 
allowed to rule and ruin our unhappy people; I regret it is not 
in my power to give any assurance, further than can .be gath- 
ered from the public and private"declarations of President 
Johnson that “the troops will be withdrawn from Mississippi 
when in the opinion of the Government the peace, and order, 
and civil authority has been restored and can be maintained 
without them." In this üncertainty as to what will satisfy the 
Government of our loyalty and ability to maintain order and 
peace, and civil government, our duty under the constitution 
to guard the negro and the State from the evils arising from 
sudden emancipation, must not be neglected. Our duty to 
the State and to the freedman seems to me to be clear, and I 
respectfully recommend Ist, that negro testimony should be 
admitted in our courts, not only for the protection of the’ per- 
son and property of the freedman, but for the protéction of 
society against the crimes of both races. 2nd, That the freed- 
man be encouraged, at once, to engage in some pursuit of in- 
dustry for the support of his family and the education of his 
children by laws assuring him of friéndship. and proteetion. 

Tax the freedman for the support of the indigent and, help- 
less freedmen and then with an iron will and the strong hand 
of power take hold of the idle and the vagrant and force. him 
to some profitable employment. 34d, Pass. a militia bill, that 
will enable the militia to protect our people against insurrec- 
tion or any possible combination of vicious white men and ne- 
groes. 

I deem the passage of these measures, before you take a re- 
cess, of vitalimportance. By these we may secure the with- 
drawal of the Federal tro ops, and thus again inspire our peo- 
ple with hope and confidence in the future, and’ encourage them 
to engage again in agricultural pursuits upon which our all de- 
pends.. If we failto have them, the future is all uncertainty, 
gloom. and despondenoy.

The joint committee on State. and Federal relations, to which 
was referred the message of the Governor and accompanying 
documents, resolutions ,and a substitute therefor, all. having 
reference to the adoption of an amendment to the Constitution 
. of. the United States, as article XIII proposed by Congress on 
the Ist of. February, 1865, to the. BOVOrSD. State Legislatures, 
which i is in the following words: | 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Don Ist. Neither slavery nor involuntary servittude, ex- 
cept: aS 2 punishment . for crime, whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted, shall exist, in the United States or any 
place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2d.. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by 
appropriate legislation, 7 

Make report, that after careful consideration of the subject, 
they. have come to the following views: 

The first and main section of the Article lias already been 
adopted by Mississippi, i in so far as her territory and people are 
concerned. It was substantially, and almost in terms, incorpo- 
rated into the State Constitution by the late Convention. Nor 
is it possible for the State, by any act or in any mode. conven- 
tional or otherwise, to change the statis fixed by the Con- 
vention. The freedmen could not, by subsequent constitution- 
al amendment, be re-enslaved. 

The provision of the Federal Constitution having reference 
to the foreign slave trade, and the laws of Congress passed on 
that subject, prohibit the importation of negroes from Africa 
and elsewhere, so that asthe matter now stands it is impossible 
to re-establish or re- introduce slavery here or elsewhere in 
the South. ` 

The late State constitutional amendment was adopted in per- 
fect good faith. ‘The people have accepted it and will adhere 
to it in the like spirit. Under no circumstances can the per- 
sons who were lately slaves again be enslaved. 
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The adoption of the proposed amendment, as Article XIII, 
can have no practical operation in the State of Mississippi. 
The absolute freedom of the African race is already assuréd 
here. It is an accomplished fact. 

The second section is- subject to most | gravé * objections. - It 
conférs on Congress the power to enforce the article by **ap- 


propriate legislation. Slavery having already been abolished :. 


there is really no necessity for this section, nor can the com- 
mittee anticipate any practical, good. that can result from its 
adoption. On the, contrary, it seems to. be fraught’ with evils. 
which this Legislature and the people of Mississippi are most 
anxious to guard against. Slavery may be regarded as extinct 
everywhere in the United States. At this moment it’ "legally 
exists nowhere except in Kentucky and Delaware. :It is there 
tottering to its fall. ‘Its continuance must very soon cease. 
Whatevér may be the sentiments and preferences of those States, 
itis quite certain that slavéry cannot be .perpetuated there, 
liberation having obtained everywhere else.. The proposed 
amendment is not made, then, to coerce Kentucky and Dela- 
+ ware into emancipation. 

It is the anxious desire of the people of Mississippi to 
withdraw the negro race from National and State politics; to 
quiet forever all subjects and questions connected with it, and, 
so far as forecast arid: precaution can do so, to forestall and pre- 
vent the outbreak of agitation hereafter. 


The committee cannot anticipate what constiuction future 
Congresses may put on this section. It may be claimed that it 
would. be “appropriate” for Congress, to legislate in respect to 
freedmen in the State. May not. the harmony of the country 
be interrupted and disturbed by the efforts of a political party 
to intervene in the domestic polity of. the State on the pretext 
that its legislation trenched, on the freedom of a certain class. 
- of its population, and therefore it ought to be revised and 
corrected by Congress. 

This committee can hardly conceive of a more dangerous 
grant of power than one which by construction might admit 
Federal legislation in respect to persons, denizéns and inhabit- 
ants of the State. 

If there be no danger now, the committee fear ‘that the time 
may come that the public mind might be inflamed on this subject 
to the degree of endangering the reserved rights of the States. 


The committee are also of opinion, that the present is not.a 
propitious time to enlarge the powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment.’ The tendency is already too strong in the direction: of 
consolidation. The liberties of the people and the -preserva- 
tion of the complex federation system would be better insured 
by conforming the Federal and State Gornments in the respec- 
tive spheres already defined for them.: That it would be un- 


£ 
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wise and inexpedient to open a subject which - your ‘committee 
had belieyed extinct, as themes for radicals and demagdgues 
to use to the detriment of the best interests of the country. 

Mississippi.can not give her deliberate consent to leaye open 
any question from which agitation can arise, calculated ‘to .dis- 
turb the harmony so happily being restored among the States 
and the people. 

This section may be interpreted to refer it to Congress to 
judge what legislation may be appropriate. It is so uncertain 
and indefinite, that it can not be conjectured what Congression- 
al action may he deemed “appropriate,” -in the extremes to 
which parties have gone, and may hereafter go. 

It is the common interest of the people i in all quarters of the . 
Union, now that vexed questions . connected with the negro 
race were all merged and settled in Mberation,-that the public 
thought and mind should be withdrawn from everything un- 
pleasant and irritating in the past, and the door be as-effectual- 
ly closed as human. wisdom can devise, against future agiía- 
tion and disturbance from this cause. 

The committee-are apprehensive that if this second -section 
' be incorporated in the Constitution, radicals and. extremists, will 
further vex and harrass the country on the pretension that the 
freedom of the colored race isnot perfect atid complete until it 
is elevated to social and pólitical equality: with ‘thie ‘white: 

The tendeiicy of the section is to'absorb, in the Federal Gov- 
ernnient tlié reserved righits-of the States and- -people, to unset- 
tle the eqùilibrium vf thé States in the Union, and'to break 
down the efficient authority and.sovereig gnty ` of the State over 
its internal.and domestic affairs, — . 

In any aspect of the subject, this section is unpr oductive of 
any benefit, and may be fruitful of most serious evils. . 


If the first sectíon:of the article were presented : as 3 seper- 
ate, independent proposition, your committee wonld haye:no 
diffieulty or embarrassment in recommending its adoption and 
ratification, but connected as it is with the second section, con- 
ferring legislative power, and both being included in the same 
article as an amendment to'the Constitution and „a ratification 
of the first, and the rejection of the second, being as your com- 
mittee think, wholly inoperative.and of none effect, do not think 


any legislative action necessary in the premises, and the adop- -> 


tion of this report as the sentiments of this Legislature on the 
subject. .

I herewith return to the Senate a bill entitled «An act to 
amend the exemption laws of this State," with my disapproval. 

Itis peculiarly within the province of the Legislature to 
judge of and to legislate upon the policy of exempting all or 
any portion of the property of the citizens from execution and 
sale for debt. If the law now presented for my. consideration. 
loóked'only to thé future transactions between the citizens of 
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the State, I feel that I could offer no constitutional objection, 
though I would regard the policy as deleterious to the advance- 
ment of the agricultural interests and: commercial prosperity 
of society.. But this law is retrospective and effects debts al- 
ready contracted, and the lien of judgments already obtained. 
It exempts a certain amount of property not exempted by law 
at the time the contract was entered into. and at the time of, 
the rendition of the judgment. This property formed the 
basis if it was not the creature of the contract, the money for 
which the judgment creditor seeks to recover. This law then 
is clearly not only in conflict with the law, of the contract, but 
denies right and justice to the creditor. “It is in violation of 
that clause of the constitution which forbids the passage of 
ex post facto laws, and laws impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts. It cannot, therefore, receive my approval.

I herewith return to the House of Representatives d pil en» 


titled “An act to modify the collection laws: bá this “State,” 
with my disapproval. i 

The dislocation and ruin affecting all classes of bui people: 
resulting from a suspension of all the industrial: and produc- 
tive pursuits of life, the waste and destruction of property. du- 
ring four years of war, and the blighting influence brought to 
bear upon the labor of the country, furnish an appeal to the 
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magnanimous forbearance and indulgence of creditors that 
cannot be disregarded, or treated by them with indifference. It 
cannot be doubted that the generous impulses of the creditors, 
if not the inferior instinct of self-interest, will prompt them to 
avoid the coercing process of courts in the adjustment of their 
long outstanding and unsettled claims, and to extend to the 
debtor:that indulgence'so.-much needed-in re-arranging and 
resuseitating the- ‘business life-of the eountry. But when the 
paivers of gowersiment. are invoked to.interfere between the 
debtor and: creditor, -we..cannot-be‘uxmindful that indulgence 
and mercy tio the one: may: be injustice to the other. It has 
ever. been the policy. of: our governnient, and also that gov- 
ernment from. which. we derived:our soundest maxims of pub- 
lic: policy, to encourage commerce and trade, as the surest 
means of stimulating industry, developing the material resour- 
ces-and:the agricultural wealth- of the country, upon which 
depends i in:a great degree all the other. great interests of soci- 
ety. Lo foster this policy, laws have been enacted regulating 
contracts. between individuals, and- enone compliance with 
their.terms., :: 

The creditor and IDE Bach: suspicious of the other, natu- 
rally. look to these laws for protection against the result of bad 
faith in either, and. the remedy guaranteed by: the Constitution 
and laws for stich ‘action exercises an important influence in 
inducing the creditor to part with his property or money, and 
. the debtor in executing his bond or other evidence of his in- 
debtedness. .If either party aets unfairly, the injured party re- 
lies upon the-daw for redress. To this end the Constitution de- 
clares “that all courts. shall be open, and every person, for in- 
jury done him in his lands, goods, person or reputation, shall 
haveremedy by due course of law and right and justice, admin- 
istered without sale, denial or delay ;” and that “the Legislature 
shall pass no bill of attainder, es post facto law nor laws i impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts. How do the provisions of 
tlie Constitution accord with thé provisions of the bill that is 
presented for my approyal? ` That bill declares, with a few 
inirnaterial exceptions, that ‘all laws for the collection of debts 
&oc., are heréby suspended : "until the fir st day of January, 1868, 
or until: otherwise‘ordered by-law.’ It. also declares that no 
renditiont exponas, or: execution, shall be: issued for the sale 
of,preperty until the time .aforesaid;. nor shall there be any 
sales, executions or writs-of venditioni. exponas, noy issued or 
levied—that the provisions of this act shall apply to. judgments 
in detinue, and in trovér or other judgments for the recovery 
of money, &c., and denounces pains and penalties upon any 
sheriff or other officer for executing any writs in any of the 
forbidden cases. 

There is 3 clearly a conflict between the provisions sof this bill 


/ 
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and the provisions of the Constitution. It closes the doors of 
the courts by suspending the remedies that lead to the :adminis- 
tration of right andjustice.. It:is not sufficient to say that this 
is merely a modification of the remedies, - and does’ mot-affect. 
the law of the contract nor impair its obligation. ' Upon the 
same plea, and in the exercise of the same power, the -Legisla- 
ture of 1867 can again modify the remedies by a further sus- . 


pension, and thus legislature after legislature may pile up and 


roll on these mere-módifications, as they. are:termed, -and post- 
pone the remedies to the end-of the nineteenth: century, to the 
utter destruction and annihilation of the contratt and.all:its ob- 
ligations. To impair, it is not necessary to ‘annihilate. Any 
unreasonable delay, denial, or sale of right and justice virtually 
and in effect, does impair the obligations of the contract, and 
is-in violation of.that portion ‘of the Constitution guarariteeing 
protection to the contracting parties: ^. <<: ie 

"The surest medus of protecting both society and individuals 
from financial inflations, revulsions and- insolvency;i is to main- 
tain the stability of the law, and the prompt: ériforcement‘of the 
terms of contracts; andthe debtor will more certainly find:his 
best interests subserved in a full and fair adjustment. with his 
creditor than at the -end of “valuation laws,’ “redemption 
laws,” “exemption laws,” or “stay laws," with~ the nm 
tions of. interest, court costs and lawyers’. fees. €t“
